THE LIHK-UP bITH COM’ACT |Q

I am pleased to announce through Topside, its affiliation with 
GOHTACTs a v^orId-wide, non-profit-making Educational Movement, v^hose aims, 
objectives and philosophy are very much in line with the policy of this 
publication. Until recently, COilTAGT (CAiADA) .-.was operated by Mr. Jim 
Deacove, now of Perth, Ontario, but due to the expansion of his duties in 
the field of group coiamunity work, he was reluctantly/’ forced to give up his 
position as an active organizer for CONTACT in Canada, In November, 1969, 

I received a letter from the lion. Brinsley Le Poer Trench, International 
Chairman for CONTACT, asking if, in view of ,;the similarity of our work in 
spreading knov7ledge and spiritual, truths, I would consider taking on this 
role, V^hile ■'7holehesrtedly supporting the splendid objectives of World Un¬ 
ity as envisaged by CONTACT, bearing in mind my own heavy Y/orkload and 
limited time, I was initially somewhat hesitant about accepting this offer, 
feeling that I was not in a position to do it full justice, Hov/ever, on 
being reassured by the International Chairman that the main part of this 
work could be conducted through the pages of Topside, and rather than see 
COiTTACT (Canada) fold up, I finally agreed to work for the project in this 
manner. I have been informed that in taking over CONTACT (CANADA), I'auto- 
matically become a member of the ,In’ternational Committee and as such, I 
hope to publish periodically official bulletins from CONTACT'S London, 
England Headquarters, giving details ofthe progress of this Worldwide 
Movement and other interesting information for the benefit of our readers. 
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Mr. Deacove lias been most co-operative in sending me tlie mailing list 
of registered members of C01<iT/iCT (CAHADA) (from which it is interesting to 
note that a number of Topside readers are already members) and his files of 
correspondence (which will be treated as confidential) and material pertain¬ 
ing to. the development of COHT.(.CT (CAMDA) to date. In his letter to me, he 
gave some suggested guidelines for its future operation and kindly offered 
some help with this. As soon as time permits, I will write personal letters 
to existing members to get aco.uainted with them and ask for their continued 
support and suggestions for the future development of CONTACT in Canada. 

For the benefit of any of our international readers \7ho may wish to 
become members of COMTACT, I will outline briefly its aims, objectives and 
future plans, which include a most important project - preparation for an 
actual meeting with the space people: Aims of COITTACT are threefold s (l) 

To investigate UPO phenomena in all its manifestations. (2) To stimulate 
greater curiosity and so promote wider aw'areness in higher levels of con¬ 
sciousness. ( 3 ) To form a link with people everjntvhere ¥/ho share these as¬ 
pirations. Objectives include the study of jJew Age subjects such as Tele¬ 
pathy, S.S.P., Metaphysics and allied subjects to educate humanitj/- to a 
greater ax'rareness of themselves and to prepare for the coming meeting with 
space people. Its ultimate objective is to form a worldv/ide united body of 
people who, educated in an av'areness of Cosmic Truths, will invite highly 
evolved space people to visit them as their guests in open, friendly con¬ 
tact. In this regard, I can do no better than to quote the actual w'ords of 
COETACT’s International Chairman, the Hon. Brinsley Le Poer Trench: 

ARE BUILDIFG A BRIDGE. It must be built on solid foundations. 

Those who know about the e:cistence of the Sky People and ¥;hat their coming 
at this time means for mankind, will be tlie Bridge between space visitors 
and earth people. It is through this Bridge that the Sky People will be 
able to reach the rest of humanity. Those who form this Bridge do not in 
any ¥/ay consider themselves better than the rest of humanit 3 /’. ITo arrogance 
is intended. Par from it. The facet remains that millions of people tlirough- 
out the world kno¥' next to nothing about the Sky People and so this is an 
essential operation to assist our visitors to make contact without causing 
panic, be knov? that humanity with its long history of wars, cruelty to 
both its own kind and to animals, coupled with its inborn fear of the un- 
kna\rm, might react adversely to a more advanced civilization making con¬ 
tact with us, 

"COFTACT with worldwide membership and, we hope, the support of spir¬ 
itually-oriented groups everyv/here, is ready to act as a Bridge for an 
initial meeting with extra-terrestrials. This is the most inspired and 
thrilling assignment that any group of people have ever undertaken'. It has 
not been undertaken lightly, be feel it is part of a two-way PLAP. be know 
that the Sky People would not interfere', with our evolution unless a suffic¬ 
ient number of people on this planet desired them to do so and even tlien, 
the decision v/ould be entirely up to them. It is', I think, a Cosmic Law 
that a more advanced race does not interfere with the evolution of a less¬ 
er one, but the v/orld todaj'- is in a very critical position, and there are 
now more spiritually-minded people in the world than ever before. Thus it 
is possible to put a two-way operation into action, be live today on the 
threshold of great events and without any dbubt the coming days will be 
the most exciting and wonderful in the history of mankind."

In the meantime, I vjould like to 
stress an important point. Messages received from our space friends intim¬ 
ate that in the evert of some important happening, such as a v/orld crisis 
or an impending visit of the Space Brothers to make open contact with 
friendly Eartli people, they w'ill issue special messages for the preparation 
and guidance of COBT/iCT members who have signified their v;illingness to re¬ 
ceive this help and to meet them in a brotherly manner. In this event, I' 
will undertake to rush special bulletins to all enrolled members of COMACT 
(CAHaDA). Letters from interested readers offering helpful suggestions on 
the future operation of COETACT (CAEAH. )w'ill be welcomed, given consider¬ 
ation and dealt with in the next issue of Topside. 

In conclusion, I quote a personal message from the International

DELi,YS - POSTAL ABL OTHER , 

The Editor deeply regrets that, due to serious illness in the family 
v/ith a period of great anxiety, followed by personal sickness, typewriting ' 
problems, etc., there has been an unavoidable delay in getting out the Wint¬ 
er 1970 issue of Topside. We therefore ask for your sympathetic understand-, 
ing in these circumstances and trust the present issue will prove ^vorth 
waiting for. It is unfortunate that added to this delay, Topside, along 
with many other periodicals mailed by printed matter rate, now faces unusu-_. 
ally long delays in delivery. The last issue cf Topside was mailed from Ott- 
aiva mid-September and a month later, we received letters from U.3. subscrib¬ 
ers saying tiiey ha.d not received this issue. An investigation into this re¬ 
vealed a curious fact- Topsides sent to England and other parts of Europe 
Were received long before those mailed to the U.S.l In view' of this earlier 
receipt in Europe, it seems the delay is not in Canada but the U.S. It now 
takes 4 weeks for Topside to reach Eastern States & over 5 weeks in Western 
States. In reverse, UPO mags from the U.S. take longer to reach Canada, a 
typical example, our exchange copy of "Skylook" took 5 w/eeks. Considering 
both countries are pert of the Rorth American Continent, this is pretty poor 
postal service. It would be interesting to know if non-UFO publications re¬ 
ceive the same treatment. On Dec. 31, 1969, the Editor wrote to the U.S. 
Postmaster General, asking if there w;as any explanation for this delay in 
delivery of publications and w/hether an investigation might be made into 
the' situation. To date, no reply has been received, although in view of the 
recent article in LIFE on poor American postal service, maybe the U.S. Post 
Office’is being siwamped with similar requests’. How'ever, if you want to re- ' 
ceive your magazines earlier, we suggest you add your voice to that of the 
others. Don't be one of the "Silent Majority" - remember you are paying 
t axes as.well as higher postage rates for this public service and are ent-'* 
itled to a. better deal.

Vihen, in Aprils The Tesla Electric Company.with: its spacious . 

laboratoryj r/as established at 33-35 South Eifth Ax^enue (now I/est. Broadway);, 
Hew York, only 3 blocks from the headquarters of Edison, his great rival, in 
the electrical industry, the exultant Hikola Tesla immediately set to work,- 
with buoyant enthusiasm, to produce the constructs for his polyphase altern¬ 
ating current power system. Within a few months, he had constructed a wide 
range of successful working models encompassing 3.complete systems of dynamo 
electric machinery to.be operated on alternating current - single phase,2- 
phase. and 3-phaso. He not only produced dynamos for generating the. currents, 
motors for p;?^xiucticn of the pas'er, transformers for increasing or reducing 
voltages, regulators, distributors and other equipment., but a number of 
unique device? for controlling all this complex machinery in a manner in 
which it could be inter-connected, and with modifications providing various 
methods of using each of the 3\systems« By'any man’s yardstick,. this ¥/as a 
Herculean achievement in such a short period" of time and particularly .in an- 
entirely nev; field of electrical science - and it could only be the ¥/ork of 
some super genius, a man born far ahead of his age. Surely this, adds weighty 
support to Tesla's repeated claim that he originated from a. more advanced 
planet - Venus. 

The amazing fact is that Tesla accomplished this mammoth task of con¬ 
structing all this complex machinery ¥;ithout the aid of a single blueprintl 
Bu-t Tesla was no ordinary man. He was possessed of a super brain in which 
he was able to record permanently every part, dovm 'to the minutest' detail, 
of all the mentally-visualized diagrams of his inventions and "he had the 
strange ability of instant recall of all these technicalities.. AH the con-, 
structs produced in his new laboratory were based on mentally-devised in¬ 
ventions he had conceived following his inspirational revelation of the 
principle of the revolving magnetic field Vi/hich had come to him in the Buda¬ 
pest Park- 5 years earlier. The successful operation of the.,first working- 
model of an induction motor operating on alternating current ,,.v/hich he had 
built and demonstrated in Strassburg, had. given him all the proof he needed 
that his basic calculations were correct. "I did not make the slightest 
change*' Tesla stated "in the machines I mentally constructed at that time." 
Tesla’s complete faith in his poly-phase A.C. sj'-stem was richly rewarded 
Vihen the w or king-fa od els he-had, produced in his New York laboratory were put 
to critical testing, and every one worked perfectly. He then submitted .his 
2-phase motor for thorough testing by Professor Yi/.A. Anthony of Cornell . 
Universityo In his report. Prof. Anthony stated specifically -that the. Tesla 
alternating motor operated with an efficiency equal to that of'the- best 
direct, current motors. 

VJithin 6 months, Tesla had completed in detail every.:piece of the 
working machinery for" the operation of his 3 complete systems on alternat¬ 
ing- current - a stupendous feat. How then was it possible tha.t-e"ven a man.^ 
of Tesla’s-scientif ic genius'and physical stamina was able to.i.producein ■ so 
relatively,'short a period of time, such a complex and revolutionary ne¥7*.-cqn- 
cept T7hich. was t.o rock the existing electrical industry to, its :very found-' 
ations? By-Tesla’s own-admittancehe commenced ?/ork in his laboratory at ■ 
10.30 a .m, and his average work day lasted until 5 o’clock the foliaf/ing.' 
morning - surely an intensive program of daily work which ?70uld have se'en 
the early collapse of any ordinary scientist. Even allow'ing for Tesla ’ s 
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unusual strength and his compulsive drive to produce an entirely'- new concept 
of electrical power which could span the world for the benefit of humanity'^s 
from whence did he obtain his abnormal mental and physical strength to carry 
on for such long periods of daily work over this 6-month period? Tesla had a 
secret. He called it "nature’s built-in safety device". Here, in his own 
words, he describes hov; it ?7orked for him over the years s 

"Most subjects to which I have ever devoted myself have called for such 
concentration of mind and strain of so dangerous a degree, that despite my 
rare physical endurance, my abused nerves would finally rebel and frequent¬ 
ly I would be on the point of complete collapse just as the consummation; of 
the long and difficult task seemed to be in sight. ^Jiithout doubt, I would 
have paid a greater penalty later and very likely my career would have been 
terminated had not Providence equipped me Y^ith a safety device v^hich, Yn’ith 
the years, lias improved and unfailingly it takes place when my forces are 
at an end. Thus, I have ofttimes been saved from the danger due to over-"' 
work which threatens other inventors - and incidentally, by this means, I 
need no vacations v/hich. seem indispensable to most people. When, on failing 
to find the answers to problems in my work, I realize that I am all used up, 
I simply do as the darkies', Y/ho naturally fall asleep vjhile lYhite folks 
worry! To venture a theory out of my experience, the human body probably 
accum.ulates, little by little, a definite quantity of some toxic agent and 
at these times, I sink into a near-sleep state which lasts half an hour to 
the minute. Upon av/akening, I have the sensation as though the events and ' 
problems of my Y/ork immediately preceding this sleep state, had occurred -■ 
very long ago.and if I attempt to continue the interrupted train of thought 
on this v/ork, I feel a mental nausea. Involuntarily, I then turn to other, , 
work and am surprised at the freshness of mind and ease Y/ith Y’hich I over-V, 
come obstacles which had baffled me before, ^ifhen eventually, my passion for 
the T;ork I have temporarily abandoned returns, I invariably find all the 
answers to the vexing questions with scarcely any effort.’" Here is invalu¬ 
able advice indeed for all of us when confronted v^ith problems to which vje 
cannot find the ansY/ers - a simple, natural remedy Y,iiich produces remark¬ 
able results! 

Tilth all his inventions completed and working perfectly, Tesla In¬ 
structed his patent attorneys, Duncan, Curtis & Page, to apply for one pat>. 
ent covering his entire alternating current system of dynamos, motors, dis¬ 
tributors, transformers, etc. This v;as applied for on October 12, 1887, 
just 6 months after the incorporation of Tlie Tesla Electric Company, but 
the Patent Office, baffled by this unusual procedure, turned da^n this 
"package deal" on the legal technicality that it did not represent one ■ 
si ngle original invention. They requested that the application be made in- 
the form of individual inventions, with a separate application for each 
one. This request vias complied v^ith and on November 30 and December 23, 

1887, respectively, 2 groups of individual applicatlons .v/ere filed, and as 
eacii represented an original invent!oh^in an entirely neY/ field of eleC-tric- 
al science, the necessary patents Vi'ere issued Y/ithin a fer; months... These 
patents covered the Tesla single and polyphase motors, the Tesla distribu¬ 
tion system and the Tesla polyphase transformer. In April, 1888, he v/as 
granted 5:more patents.Y^hich covered the further development of the Tesla 
four and three Y.’ire 3-phase system. In that same year, Tesla applied for - 
and was granted 18 more patents. 

«s neY;s of this successive flov.' of patents appeared in technical 
journals, the eyes of the entire electrical engineering profession became 
focussed on the hitherto little-knaYn Nikola Tesla. His discoveries and 
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inventions v/ere quickly recognized as basic and fundamental to the develop¬ 
ment . of the electrical industry on a scale never dreamed, of before, viiich 
ijvould result in vast nev; projects providing expanded opportunities for elec¬ 
trical engineers. As these new discoveries continued to emerge in quick 
succession from the Tesla Laboratory, tlie electrical engineers were* natura¬ 
lly left bewildered at the terrific impact they Vi^ould have on their profess¬ 
ion and they were quick to recognize and applaud the remarkable genius of 
the Electrical Giant who liad sprung up so suddenly in their midst. As a re¬ 
sult of the staggering implications of the Tesla Alternating Current S'r.stem, 
llikola Tesla was invited to speak before the members of the American Instit^ 
ute of Electrical Engineers on May 16, 1888. In accepting this invitation, 
Tesla, after years of bitter struggle for recognition, finally had the sat¬ 
isfaction of knowing that at long last, he had been accepted as a leader of 
his profession. 

With great enthusiasm, Tesla set about preparing, with meticulous 
care, the lecture he was to deliver into which he incorporated, the basic 
mathematical theory of all his inventions T'hich had been developed not only 
to operate at 60 cycles per second but could be applied, with equal success 
to the entire range, of low and high frequency currents. In giving this lec¬ 
ture, Tesla saw in it a wonderful opportunity to inform the electrical 
vjorld, by v>/ord and demonstration, of the distinct advantages of: his Altern¬ 
ating Current System over tha.t of Direct Current, and most of all, to im¬ 
press upon his audience the great desirability of the development of this 
economic source of electrical power which could be used all over .the world 
for the benefit of humanity at large. 


Tesla’s lecture v;as destined to become, the outstanding classic of the 
electrical engineering v/orld for it represented the greatest contribution 
ever made, either -before or since, to this profession and it, established 
Tesla as the father of the entire field of the alternating current power 
system;' His speech v;as described as *'.Simple but Majestic" and it received 
an outstanding ovation from the several hundred electrical^engineers pres- s 
ent at this meeting, as wholeheartedly they paid their just tribute to the 
man they nov/ called "A Titan among Scientists • 


Tesla’s star was now in the. ascendant. His dark days of want and pov¬ 
erty were over and from now on, there would always be sufficient' funds for 
him to continue his scientific work in thS; field of revolutionary discover¬ 
ies and inventions. How'ever, as we shall see in the following chapters of 
the life of this remarkable 'man, his future'life-was not to be v/ithout its^ 
aggravating problems and frustrations, as his extraordina.ry talents were 
exploited by the tig business tycoons who manipulated the finances of his 
era and repeatedly attempts were made to discredit .him and to deny^ hi.m the 
full credit for his outstanding genius. But Tesla, completely absorbed by 
his scientific investigations, moved seren.ely through all the machinations 
around him, never once falling into the spiritual trap of money-making for 
itself,, and until the end, he retained his complete personal integrity as 
a dedicated scientist working for the benefit of all mankind. 


u Message to the Exploiters of the Masses, the Big Business Tycoons of 

^r O^A-n Era .

As most of our readers will know* for over 9 years now, ?/e have been 
endeavouring 5 by every means available to us, to establish positive ident” 
ification of the 3000-lb, mass of metal found, under mysterious circumstan¬ 
ces, delicately balanced on a rock on a boulder-strevm shore of the St, 
lawrence River, near Les Eucreils, Quebec. Despite the fact that the Can¬ 
adian federal agency that" picked up the mass for investigation (and in one 
report admitted evidence of an electronic device embedded in it), finally 
wrote off the metal as "foundry waste", subsequent tests carried out in a 
government laboratory by our founder, the late Ivilbert E, Smith, led him 
to believe that the metal might be of extra-terrestrial origin. Further 
weight was added to this theory when photographs of the inclusions on the 
outer surface of the metal, taken with the aid of micro-photography, re¬ 
vealed what appeared to be micrometeorites, suggesting a sojourn in space. 
Over the years, a considerable number of independent tests and analyses 
have been carried out by metallurgists unaware of the background of the 
metal, some of which have given further support to the extra-terrestrial 
theory, Mr. Ronald Anstee, founder of the Montreal UFO Study Group, has 
played a very active role in arranging for a. number of these analyses, one 
of which, carried out by a professional metallurgist in Montreal, again un¬ 
aware of the history of the metal, included statements to the effect that 
■the ma:.terial had undergone heavy impact, that its composition did not corr¬ 
espond to any known commercial manganese steel and there was possibly an 
element in it they knew nothing about. Further tests were carried out by 
Professor John Jonas of McGill University, which left his scientists so 
puzzled that he suggested that we get in touch with his colleague, Dr., 

Eric Smith of the Federal Mines Branch, asking him to conduct an investig¬ 
ation into the metal. This v;as done and in Sept, 1967, Dr. Smith examined 
the mass on site, took samples and promised a full report on his findings. 
After 2-2' years of continued delaying tactics, we are still awaiting his re¬ 
port*. Finally, in 1969, Dr. F. MillnE.n of the national Research Council . 
(who heads Canadian UFO research) expressed interest in the metal and off¬ 
ered to arrange a scientific investigation into it. Samioles of the metal 
were passed to him by Lt.-Comm, Arthur Bray tovhom Dr, Millman promised; a 
report of his findings. 

\ie nov; take up the story of more recent and highly intriguing devel¬ 
opments of the investigation of the metal. In Sept. 1969, our Secretary 
received a letter from Mr. Arthur Matthews, requesting permission to test 
the chunk on site with, what he described as a Tesla Bridge device which 
he claimed vjould indicate if the metal had ever been in sjece. In view of 
later developments, it is interesting to note that, before he made,the 
test, Mr. Matthews cBde 2 somewhat significant statements in his letters.. 
"The metal could be factory waste." and "I will not disclose the working 
of Tesla's Tester. Its description can be found in his old lectures," As 
we have always welcomed any scientific attempt to solve the metal mystery, 
arrangements were made for this test to be carried out on Sept. ?8 at 
which members of our group and co-worker, Ronald AnsteejWere present. 

(See page of photos) The test appeared to consist ofstringing wires and 
a small, flat box-like object across the metal \?hich were linked up to a 
tape' recorder on which Mr. Matthews made two 6-minute recordings. Despite 
cuestions, Mr, Matthews declined to explain how the Tesla device worked. 
All that he admitted was that it had been used to detect flaws in metal 
railwa^r lines. Three days later we received his report which was headed 
"To ^Jhom it May Concern". After a lengthy preamble on the past history 
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of the metal (’hich did, Iiorever, include the intriguing statement that he 
had been requested to undertake the test by a person V'hose name he v;as not 
permitted to divulge), he came to the core of the matter, as followsIt re¬ 
quired many hours of careful study to complete the Tesla Bridge but. only 12 
minute.s to test the block by means of Tesla's instructions. This test was 
recorded by transfer on to a magnetic tape and mjr study of this on return . 
to. Quebec proves .v.'ithout any doubt that it is a man-made form of iron and 
is without any doubt composed of'earth-found ores. This piece of metal was 
never in space. Further test to prove my statement can be done if the com¬ 
plete block is applied to a reverberatory furna.ce . Please do not add any 
remarks to this statement which is final and complete." 

Needless to say, this bald statement, with no scientific details to 
support it, w;as far from satisfactory to our group who were unable to accept 
the report in this form, ^‘e W’ere not doubting Mr. Matthews' word, but under¬ 
standably, we needed some scientific proof of his statement w^hich other\''ise 
would be laugh-ed at by any true scientist. ^,uestions abounded. t.'hat w;as the 
actual chemical analysis and composition of the metals found in the mass? 
^■<hat Vt?as the analysis of the inclusions on its outer surface? By w/hat sci¬ 
entific method was it possible to determine that the mass had never - been in 
space? And, - v/ho w;as the anonymous "Hr, X" w/ho he.d requested this test? At 
the request of interested parties, a letter was sent to Mr.,Matthew/s, ask¬ 
ing for a full scientific report explaining his findings'''and requesting 
ensw/ers to a number of questions. In a letter dated Nov, 7, 1969Q Hr. Matt¬ 
hews replied briefly^ "I have referred your request re my findings on the 
metal'to the Federal Authority w;ho requested the test, as these findings 
are'confidential." Here w/as news indeed. So the' mysterious "Mr. X" was a 
Federal Authority'. As Dr. Hillman has the responsibility for government UFO 
research and by Mr, Matthews' cn,'’’n admittance, he made 2 telephone calls to 
the'National Research Council on arrival in Ottav;a prior to the test, v;e 
could only, assume that Dr. Mi liman must "be the federal authority concerned. 
If our assumption was correct, then tliis. in turn, raised more mysterious • 
.questions. V,hy had the test been conducted in such a secretive., roundabout 
way?, ■' as it, in fact, a shrewd move made in the hope that we would more 
re'adily believe the findings of one of our own group than those from a fed¬ 
eral source? Could Mr. Matthews possibly have been pressured into making 
the test? And so on. 

Hean:\''hile, nevi's reached :us indirectly that Mr. Brian Cannon of Winni¬ 
peg, had received a letter from Dr. Hillman in which he stated in effect 
that there v;as "nothing unusual" about the metal, that it was manganese 
steel and apparently ladle residue from the Sorel Foundry in Quebec which 
inserts a pipe into the hole where waste molten metal is poured and after 
solidification, the piioe is used to lift the mass of metal. On-checking ; 
T;ith Arthur Bray, we found that he, who had originated the latest request 
for a federal investigation, had received no word at all from Dr, HillmanI 
More mystery. Therefore, in an attempt.to clear up some of the mounting 
mystification, the following letter was sent by our Secretary to Dr. Mill- 
man on Dec. 9, 1969 i 

"You 'ill recall, that ¥7hen, earlier this year, you very kindly addressed 
our group on-the subject of UFOs, etc., during the discussion period that 
follo\7ed, the question v/as raised concerning the 3,p.00-lb, chunk of hard¬ 
ware over which some mystery has. existed as to its positive identification, 
you kindly offered to investigate this matter further, I. understand that 
Mr.. Arthur Bray passed on to you some samples of the metal for. this pur¬ 
pose, but on checking with him recently, I was advised that to-date, he.- 
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has not yet received a scientific report from you on your findings. ITatur- 
allyj v/e are all very interested in the results of your investigation and 
look forward to receiving your full reioort as soon as possible. 

In the meantimes hor.'ever, there have been some recent de'Velopments which, 
if anything, have only served to add further mystery to the metal and I am 
therefore ¥/riting to you in the'hope that you cs- y be in a position to tl'ro'.v 
some light on certain aspects of the situation. In September last, I recei¬ 
ved a letter from Mr. Arthur I-I. Matthews of Lac Beauport, <)uebec, a co- 
-Worker of our group, requesting permission to test the mass of metal on 
■site with what he described as a Tesla Bridge device. As we have always 
welcomed any scientific attempt to solve the mystery of this metal, we 
agreed to this and arrangements were made fcr Mr. Matthews to carry out 
this test on Sept. 28, during which a number of us were present. A fev/ days 
later, I received Mr. Matthews* signed, report in which he stated in effect 
that he had been requested, to carry out this test by a person whose name he 
was not permitted to di-\mlge and he concluded v/ith the brief statement 
my study of this (test) on return to Tuebec proves without any doubt it is 
a man-made form of iron and is without any doubt composed of ear'th-found 
ores. This piece of metal was never in space. Further test to prove my. 
statement can be found if the complete block is applied to a reverberatory' 
■ftirnace. Please do not add any remarks to this statement which is final, 

.and complete.” 

As a scientist yourself, I am sure you \7ill be the first to appreciate thajt 
this bald statement, with no scientific or technical details to support it., 
was far from satisfactory to our group who found the report unacceptable in 
its present form, x^^t the request of interested parties, I wrote to Mr, Matt¬ 
hew’s asking if he could make a fuller statement giving some scientific ex¬ 
planation as to how he arrived at these conclusions, and in particular, 
raising the following 3 questions s. (l) V/hat ■w.'as the actual composition and 
percentage of the -Tarious metals found in the chunk? This information is 
-required in order that your data may be compared with the analyses w.’hich 
have already been carried out on the metal by professional metallurgists., 
unaw/are of its background. (2) Mhat is your explanation as to the origin 
of the inclusions on the ou'ter surface of the metal which W’ere beliew^ed to 
be micrometeorites? (3) Mhat scientific method, did you use to determine 
that the mass \7as never in space? This is considered far more important 
than the actual composition of the metal as it is possible that other plan¬ 
ets may have the same minerals as Earth. 

In reply, I received a letter from Mr, Matthew/s dated Fov. 7, 1969, in 
.which he stated: briefly^ ”I have referred your request re my findings on. 
the,metal to the Federal Authority who requested the test, as these find-." 
ings are. confidential." As you have, among your other duties, the official 
responsi.bilitj^ for investigating UFO reports and related matters, w/e could 
onlj^ assume that the "Federal Authority" referred to in Mr, Matthews' Lett¬ 
er must be yourself, Dr, Millman, but to get the record straight, I would 
appreciate it if jrou would kindly confirm or deny this assumption. 

More recently, I have learned indirectlj/’ that you have advised Mr, Brian 
Cannon of Winnipeg to the effect that you are satisfied there is nothing . 
unusual about the metal and that in your opinion, it is nanganese steel, 
apparently being ladle residue from the Sorel Foundry which inserts a pipe 
into their waste molten metal for lifting purposes and the pipe .leaves a . 
hole after solidification. Again, it would be appreciated if you could con¬ 
firm that this statement is correct. If it is, then this information is, ' 
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of courses of interest to us although it still leaves a number of unans^^er- 
ed questions. For example,, the linned protuberance in the mass can hardlj^ 
be described as a “hole" left behind by a pipe, and according to one of the 
original C.A.R.D. reports on our files "a small electronic potting can r/as 
embedded near one of the outer edges. . By scratching avray the potting plast¬ 
ic, it V'as possible to identify an electronic component which appeared, to , 
be a transistor," Then there is the matter of the inclusions on the outer 
surface of the metal. Did the Sorel Foundrjr have any explanation to offer 
v.'ith regard to the inclusions? As you knov;, photographs taken with the: a id"' 
of microphotography, led the late V.!ilbert B,. Smith to believe that. these in¬ 
clusions might be micrometeorites,. and according to our. records, you carri-.' 
ed out some investigative work with him in this regard, estimating that 
micrometeorites of tliis size- would, occur through a sq, cm. section at about' 
10-S second, so that it Would, take about a year in space to accumulate such 
a density. iJe would also be interested to. know ha”? the metal mass was trac¬ 
ed to the Sorel Foundry, how they p/ere able after over 9 years to identify 
it.as being their ovm ladle residue, and particularly their explanation as 
to how? and why this 3000-lb. chunk of metal and its companion ma.ss of 800 
lbs, were transported-some 50-60 miles :up river from the.-Sorel Foundry to 
the location. w;here it w/as found on the.ishore of tir St, Lawrence River.'near^ 
Les RcreiIs, (.Quebec. The finding of the metal in these strange circumstanc-^ 
es has, "of course, alw.’eys been the biggest mystery of all and v/e would w/el- 
come any explanation you may have to offer as a result of your investigatm,- 

I am sure that you. are just as anxious as w/e are to clear up some of the 
mystery w'hich has surrounded the metal for so long and as,- if your state¬ 
ment tp Brian Cannon is correct that there is "nothing unusual about the 
metal", this matter^ can hardly be a "classified" cm "confidential" one, I 
vjould greatly appreciate it if you could send me a full scientific report 
of your, investigation, includ ing-any explanations you can,.offer for the 
questions raised" in .the foregoing paragraph, wjhich of course., .v'ould clear • 
up this matter- once and for all. You will appreciate that a larg.e number^ of 
people have hecome interested in this metal and therefcare, you w’ould be eper— 
forming a public service, in sux^plying the requested information. V'e only ' 
want to get at the truth of this matter, but as a scientist, yau will under¬ 
stand that -in order to get any statement fully accejpted,.-it must be support¬ 
ed by a scientific report from an authoritative source. Your kind co-oper- 
ati.on v?ill be very much appreciated." 

To date, 2 months later, no reply has been received to this' letter, "which 
V’as not entirely unexpected. Did Dr. Millman find our questions too sticky' 
to answer or v.’as he adopting the safer course of the old adage that says r 
Silence is Golden? Ue are not blaming him personally for.: this somewhat cav¬ 
alier-attitude towards a public request for information - in.fact, ;v.?e have, 
some "sympathy for the- embarrassing position he now finds himself in. Even 
as a. senior civil servant, he still has to take his orders- frora; a higher . 
au"thority aud as long as governmental silence policy exists on such matters, 
this situation will, continue although v/e believe the day v/ill: finally dawn 
^vhen-governments v/ill recognize their moral responsibilities and give the 
public the true facts, Havever, the ..fact remains that Dr. Millman’s silence 
has -only added further to the mystery of the chunk of hardware. ^ 

Meanwhile, Arthur Bray has finally received a letter from Dr. Millman in 
v/hich'he"states "tliat the results of Dr, Smith's study .of'.the/metal samples 
show ho- evidence of extraterrestrial origin and therefore he feels there is 
no justification for further tests such as the neutron'ac.tiV3"^ion .analysis 
suggested by Arthur . He said that Dr. Smith-hopes to cornpl.ete his report

shortly, that it will include sor.oe evidence of how and wh^r the mass came to 
be located, where it was found and that vdien available, a copjr of the report 
will be sent. It v/as somewhat amusing to us that in referring to the quest¬ 
ions raised in our letter, which we considered to be v ital issues in the 
salution of the mystery, Dr. Hillman casuall 3 ^ dismisses them as "minor 
points" of no particular value’. Understandably, the failure to answer these 
questions and to C 8 rr 3 '’ out the full tests suggested is not very satisfact- 
or 3 ' to us. Dr. Milliiian stated that competent scientists experienced no diff-^ 
iculty in recognizing the non-terrestrial nature of certain s]pace material. 
He also deplored the mystery v;hich liad been built up around the chunk. These 
2 latter statements we regard as the biggest enigma of all. If it is such an 
easy matter for scientists to determine the extra-terrestrial nature or oth- 
en/ise of material tested, why has it taken the government over 9 years to 
produce a simple statement of the facts of the case, thereby itself creating 
much of the mystery that lies surrounded the metal? 

We shall sv/ait, v/itli keen interest, receipt of Dr, Smith’s report, details 
of which, together with our reactions to his findings, will be published in 
a future issue of Topside. For further interesting details on other devel¬ 
opments of the investigation of the metal, we would refer our readars\.to. an 
excellent article entitled More on Ottawa’s Mysterious Chunk \7hich appears 
in the ITov.-Dec. 1969 issue of "Canadian UFO Report", a co-gy of which may 
be obtained for 60^' from Canadian UFO Report, Box 758, Duncan,. B.C,, Canada. 
Mr. John Mag or. Editor of Canadian UFO Report, a magazine we wholeheartedly 
recommend to our readers, informs us that he ha s received considerable corr¬ 
espondence from people interested in the Chunk, as indeed we have, too. Ue 
quote as a typical example of comments received, the remarks of Mr, C.l'J. 
Fitch, the well-knovm ufologist of Cleveland, Ohio, who has follow'ed close¬ 
ly the developments of the chunk mystery. He saysJ "Whatever you do, don’t 
abandon your investigation at this point’." We can assure Mr. Fitch and other 
interested parties that \ie sliall not abend on it, nor shall we be completely 
satisfied until every aspect of the mystery Itbs been cleared up in a scient¬ 
ific ma-nner, with solid proof of this. We shall hope that Dr, Smith’s report 
V.'ill-achieve this, but if not, we shall make space in our library, right" 
next to the Condon Report, for Canada’s version of it - and continue with 
our a7n private investigations. For the time being then, the mystery metal 
remains as big a question mark., as ever.

Ve would like to draw our; readers' special attention to this book which 
is not only remarkable in itself but has the added interest of having been 
reprinted at'the specific request of a highly evolved Being, one of the 
Spiritual Guardians of our planet, who stated that there was a deep need 
for people of Earth to read this book at this present critical stage of our 
world's history.

UHEXPSCTED PiiY-OFF FROM APOLLO MOOH PROBE. 


"This is exciting*. This is one of the really unexpected results of 
the lunar mission’." These words were spoken by Dr. Y/alter W. Kemmerer, 

Chief of Preventive Medicine in the MS/i Space Center’s Lunar Receiving _ 
Laboratory. He was referring to a fascinating experiment being carried out"*^ 
by scientists at the Manned Spacecraft Center at Houston in which dishes of 
small plants called, liverworts (usually found on rocks) had grown to about^ 

3 inches high - giants among liverworts - on a sprinkling of moon dust. A 
Beside them v/ere control dishes of livervjorts gro\7n on earth soil, which 
were puny - not even an inch high, and pale. Puzzled scientists ha.d been 
asking each other - v'hat exotic lunar substance had speeded up the liver¬ 
worts’ grov/th by 300^? Similarly, clumps of tiny ferns grcrn in_lunar soil 
had shov/n spectacular growth. - - ~ 

According to some plant specialists, this may mean that , cr ops cou ld 
be gravn on the Moon some day to supply food., v;ater and oxygen to Earth 
visitors which ¥;ould greatly simplify the problem of establishing lunar 
bases. This extraordinary grov;th of these small plants, first noticed in/^ 
late August, 1969, v/as one of the surprising aftermaths of the Apollo 11 
Mission. 


Dr. Charles Y^alkinshaw, senior plant pathologist, indicated that in 
other plant systems, pine seedlings, lettuce.,, tobacco, rice, wheat and sug¬ 
ar cane plants, the lunar material did not produce such spectacular grovi/th. 
"But what I am really excited about" he said "is that many of the plants, 
like lettuce, did very well. To me, this means that given some fertilizer - 
something to add nitrogen and carbon and probably some phosphorous, elements 
lacking on the Moon - we could grow food plants up there’." 


Dr. '/alkinshaw and his group used 33 types of plants for testing, of 
which 31 are economically important. In total, about 4,000 plants have been 
exposed to the lunar material. He considers that the moon dust supplies 
some sort of "grov^th factor" v/hich is effective in tiny amounts. The plants 
appear to take their nutriment from the lunar dust itself. The process may 
involve a direct exchange between plant and moon dust, such as an exchange 
of potassium for sodium or magnesium. He hopes to grow plants directly in 
moon soil brought back by the Apollo 12 astronauts and any future lunar 
missions. If the moon soil is able to support plant grov/th, perhaps v/ith 
the help of fertilizers, then the possibility of^lunar gardens at future 
moqn bases will be opened, which v'ould provide food, oxygen aniJ possibly 
even pure water. Crops would have to be grown in a protected environment 
providing some atmosphere, water and proper lighting and the moon soil 
wou’lcE have to be enriched. Dr. Robert Gilruth, the Space Center’s Director, 
has urged research to trace the lunar substance resiDonsible for this rapid 
grov/th. ^'^hat excites botanists now is the search for the moon dust "grov/th 
factor" v/hich, if discovered and developed for Earth use, could prove an 
enormous benefit to our agriculture and horticulture’,
